S . R . O . 57. - In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses ( a ) and (b ) of sec 
tion 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( II of 1924 ) , the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the division of the Cantonment of Shillong 
into wards for the purpose of holding elections thereto under the said Act and 
the determination of the number of members to be elected by each of the wards , 
the said rules having been previously published as required by the said section , 
namely : 

RULES 
1 . Short title and commencement ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Shillong 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1954 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once . 

2 . Division of Cantonment into Wards. For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board , the Cantonment of Shillong shall be divided into the following 
wards, namely : 

Ward I, 
Ward II, 
Ward III, and 

Ward IV . 
3 . Boundarleg of Wards . The boundaries of cach of the wards shall be as 
specified in the Schedule annexed to these Rules . 

4 . Number of members to be elected . The number of members to be elected 
by each of the wards shall be one. 

THE SCHEDULE 

(See rule 3 ) 

Boundarles of Wards 
Ward No. 1 

North . - From Cantonment boundary pillar No . 4 the boundary rung along the 
Umshogun River to Cantonment boundary pillar No. 10 near Rowlatt Road , and 
from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 10 along Rowlatt Road, to Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 11 and then from Cantonment boundary Pillar Number 11 
along the nullah to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 14 near the Bara Bazar 
Road , and from Cantonment boundary pillar Number 14 to Cantonment boundary 
pillar Number 15 near water reservoir at Bara Bazar. 

West . – From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 15 in a south -westerly direc 
tion along the M . E .S . Road to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 44 near Canton 
ment Dhobighat . 

South . – From Cantonment boundary plllar Number 44 along the right bank of 
the Umshipri River in a south - easterly direction till it reaches Cantonment boun 
dary pillar Number 45 situated near the Laban Road bridge ; from Cantonment 
boundary pillar Number 45 along the Howell Road to Cantonment boundary pillar 
Number 48 near the junction of Northbrook and Howell Road , and then from 
Cantonment boundary pillar Number 46 along the Northbrook Road to Cantonment 
boundary pillar Number 1 near the junction of Northbrook and Keatinge Road , 

East. – From Cantonment boundary plllar Number 1 along the Western boundary 
of Groveside Bungalow to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 2 and along the 
Umshosun River to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 4 . 
Ward No. 1 

North - From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 17 to Cantonment boundary 
pillar Number 18 and then from Cantonment boundary pillar No . 18 in a north 
westerly direction through holding No . 13 along the south -bank of 
the nullah to Cantonment boundary pillar No 19 on the eastern side of the Lukier

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Road . From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 19 the boundary runs in a north 
westerly direction following the left bank of the same nullah until it joins the water 
course running down the valley to the south -west to Cantonment boundary pillar 
Number 20. 

West, - From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 20 the boundary runs in a 
south -westerly direction upto the valley to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 21 , 
and then in the same direction to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 24 va 
Cantonment boundary pillar Number 22 and 23 , then from Cantonment boundary 
pillar Number 24 along the right bank of the same nullah for a distance ct 271 
feet from where it crosses the nullah east to west, and thence in a south -westerly 
direction to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 25 , and then to Cantonment 
boundary pillar Number 26 situated in the Junction of Jhalupara Bazar Road , and 
Reid Chest Hospital Road . 

South . – From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 26 in a south - easterly 
direction along the Jhalupara Bazar Road until it Joins the Lukier Road near Can 
tonment Latrine Number 17, and then in the same direction along the Lukier Road 
it joins the M . E . S . Road near G . O s Quarter Number 15 at Dudgeon Lines , 

East. From the function of Lukier Road and the said M . E . S . Road near G . O s 
Quarter Number 15 at Dudgeon Lines the boundary runs in a north -easterly direc 
tion along the M . E . S . Road until it reaches the Cantonment boundary pillar 
Number 15 . 
Ward No. III 

North . — The junction of the Jhalupara Bazar Roads just to the north of Can 
tonment Garden . 

West.- - From the junction of the Jhalupara Bazar Roads the boundary runs in 
a south - westerly direction along the main Jhalupara Bazar Road until it joins 
Cherra Road through the premises of M . E . S . Omce, then in the same direction 
along Cherra Road to Ganner s Bridge on Umshirpi River , and then from Gurnef s 
Bridge along the Gunner Road until it joins Cherra Road near Military Building 
No . S . M . 3 at La - Bassee Lines , then in a westerly direction till it reaches the junc 
tion of Cherra Road and Braemer Road (MES ) . From the said junction the 
boundary runs in a south - easterly direction along the MES Road until it joins 
Old Road (MES ) at La - Bassee Lines near Military inarried quarters Number 6 , 
then in a south - easterly direction along the Old Road till it joins Cherra Road . 
From the junction of the Cherra Road and Old Road the boundary runs to Canton 
ment boundary pillar Number 37, then in the same direction to Cantonment boun 
dary pillar Number 38 , from Cantonment boundary plllar Number 38 it runs to 
Cantonment boundary pillar Number 39 and then to Cantonment boundary pillar 
Number 40 on the right bank of the Umjasi River. 


South . From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 40 in a easterly direction 
to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 41, then in a north - easterly direction the 
boundary runs along the northern bank of the Umjasi River until it reaches the 
point south to Military Building S . M . Number 23 . 


East. - From the point south to the Military building S . M . 23 the boun 
dary runs in a north -westerly direction along the left bank of the Umjasi River 
to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 44 near Cantonment Dhobighat. From 
Cantonment boundary pillar Number 44 till it reaches the junction of Cherra Road 
and Old Road (MES ) La-Bassee Lines. From the said Junction in the same direc 
tion along the Lukier, Road till it joins the Jhalupara Bazar Road near Cantonment 
Latrine Number 17 and then to the junction of Jhalupara Bazar Roads near Can 
tonment Garden . 


Ward No. IV 

North - From the junction of the Jhalupara Bazar Roads near Cantonment garden 
the boundary runs in a north -westerly direction along the Jhalupara Bazar Road 
leading towards Reid -Chest Hospital to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 26 , 


West . - From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 26 in a south -westerly direc 
tion to Cantonment boundary pillar Number 27 and then to Cantonment boundary 
pillar Number 28 . From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 28 in the same 
direction till it reaches the Umshirpi River , and then in a south - easterly d . rection 
along the northern bank of the Umshirpi River ( for about 750 feet) until it reaches 
a point opposite a ravine running into the said river from the west, crossing the 
latter river here , it goes in westerly direction up the above ravinę, along the right 
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bank of Wah Sohkhlur stream till abreast of Cantonment boundary pillar 
Number 29 From Cantonment boundary pillar Number 29 in a north westerly 
direction the boundary runs to Braemer Estate boundary pillar 
Number 2 , and then to Braemer Estates boundary pillar Number 3 and 4 , and then 
in a south -westerly direction to Braemer Estate , boundary pillar Number 5 , and 
then to Braemei Estate boundary pillar Number 6 which is also Cantonment boun 
dary pillar Number 34, and then in the same direction to Cantonment boundary 
pullar Number 35 .

easterly direction along MES Road till it joins Cherra Road , and then along 
the Old Road (MES ) at La - Bassee Lines until it joins the MES Road near 
Military Married quarter Number 6 at La -Bassee Lines 


East. - From the junction of the MES Road and Old Road at La-Bassee Lines 
the boundary runs in a north -westerly direction along the said MES Road until 
it reaches the Cherra Road near MES Building No 4 , and then in a north 
easterly direction along the Cherra Road till it reaches the junction of Gunner Road 
and Cherra Road , and then in the same direction till it reaches the Gunner Bridge 
on Umshirpi River and then along the Cherra Road till it joins Jhalupara Bazar 
main Road in front of MES Office , and then along the main Jhalupara Bazar 
Road , through the premises of MES ofico until it reaches the junction of tho 
Jhalupara Bazar Roads near Cantonment garden
